SUBJECT: Personnel Security Standards for Access to Intelligence

1. Att ached for your information is a strawman paper prepared by 

of this staff which recommends that- the Security Committee STAT 

propose a unified DCI personnel security program to protect collateral 
foreign intelligence as set forth in Executive Order 12333. This paper 
was considered by the personnel Security Subcommittee and a memorandum from 
its Chairman to me is also attached. 

2. The Personnel Security Subcommittee, after studying the captioned 
problem noted that in 1979, an Intelligence Community effort was mounted to 
consider the establishment of a specialized access program for collateral 
intelligence information. The Subcommittee recalls that it was concluded 

at that time that such a program was impractical and counterproductive to the 
decompartmentation concept. Furthermore, the Personnel Security Subcommittee 
has determined that in its view, the current collateral security programs of 
each Intelligence Community Department and Agency are adequate to protect 
collateral intelligence information. 

3. In view- of the deliberations of the Personnel Security Subcommittee 
regarding this matter, unless members of the Security Committee wish to take 
exception to the conclusions of that Subcommittee and request further action, 

I plan to forward a memorandum (a draft of which is attached) to the Director 
of Central Intelligence advising him that this matter has been considered and 
that no further action is planned. It is requested that you advise me of your 
vnshes in this matter- by- COB, 11 June 1982.

4. Consequently, the PerSSub contemplates no further deliberations 
on this matter within the context of the subject SECOM paper unless 
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directed to do so^ If it is decided to pursue this issue j we recommend 
the following two steps be taken sequentially prior to attempting to v 

actually write personnel security standards for access to non-SCI 
intelligence information: 

a. The . Compartmentation Subcommittee should be tasked with 
evaluating the efficacy of a special access program for non~DCI 
intelligence information and, if deemed desirable, propose the-specifics 
of such a program with a draft DCID and implementing regulatory documents, 
to include cost and resource -impact. 

. b. \ The PerSSub would then survey those criteria now in effect 
within the Intelligence Community for issuing clearances for access to 
Rationally classified information which, of course, includes non-SCI 
foreign intelligence data. We would then attempt to establish the most 
meaningful and practicable personnel security standards for access to 
the proposed special access program* ' / • > : / ; > ■ i ;
